G ERM AN CATHO LICS. 


WEEKLY UNION — THE LEADING

T h e B e n n e tt L aw B itte r ly D en ou n ced in 
T h eir C on ven tion . 
M il w a u k e e , May 27th.—In the Convention of 
the G erm an Catholic societies several speeches 
were m ade. H. J. Spaunhorst, of St. Louis, said 
the B ennett law presented a political question 
the Catholics could not ignore, because it di­ 
rectly affected th e w elfare of th eir institutions. 
Bishop Flasch referred to the B ennett law, 
and upheld the right of the Church to go into 
politics w hen its Interests were attacked. 
H e was followed by Bishop Katzer, of Green 
Bay, who attacked the B ennett law in the bit­ 
terest m anner. 
He said the law practically de­ 
nied th e right of a child to obey its parents by 
putting its claim s before those of th e parents. 
F riends of the law, he said, tell us th a t the 
child has rights w hich the State m ust sec ac­ 
corded it, but th e parents have m ore interest in 
the child th an the State. 
The Governor and 
his “ little Germ an boy” w ill be well taken care 
of by th eir parents if the 8tate w ill let them 
alone. 
As the Bishop proceeded he w arm ed to 
th e subject and fairly brought his hearers to 
th eir feet by th e intensity of his m anner. He 
becam e angry, pathetic and sarcastic by turns. 
“The m atter of teaching English, they tell us, 
is w hat we are fighting,” he exclaim ed, “but 
this is not so. English is now taught in our 
schools, but if th e State has a right to tell us we 
m ust teach English, it w ill toon be telling us 
w hat we shall eat and w hat shall be on the 
fam ily table for th e fam ily dinner. They are of 
a class, these laws, w hether In Wisconsin, Il­ 
linois, or M assachusetts. Thev attem pt to in­ 
terfere w ith personal and parental rights, and 
if carried out to th eir logical conclusion would 
be very dangerous to the church aud society. 
T his Bennett law ,” th e Bishop continued, “ was 
conceived in the m inds of free thinkers and 
those opposed to the Catholic C hurch and her 
schools.- 
He was told recently, he said, by a 
Mason, th at the Bennett law was first suggested 
by the Masons. The m an said; “ I eoula prove 
It to yon if 1 did not nut so high a value on my 
head. 
T hat B ennett law was first agitated in 
the Grand Lodge of Masons in th e State of Wis­ 
consin.” 
T he applause w hich followed this statem ent 
was deafening and the Bishop had to stand rally 
h alf a m inute before he could continue. In 
closing, he urged his hearers to oppose all 
m easures like the B ennett law to the tiest of 
their ability and stand firmly by the church. 
At the afternoon session the following resolu­ 
tions were unanim ously a d o p ted : 
In view of the attacks upon the most sacred 
rig h ts of the parents w hich recently have been 
begun by the N ativists and adherents of Pater­ 
nalism . we are com pelled to present to the peo­ 
ple of this State the following d eclaratio n : 
First—By device and natural law the parents 
are entitled, and in duty bound, to provide for 
the education of th eir children : therefore, we 
claim for th e parents the right to select such 
school for the education of th eirch ild ren w hich 
they are convinced w ill best prom ote the w el­ 
fare of th eir children. 
Second—In case parents neglect this duty, the 
State is justified in com pelling them by appro­ 
priate legislation to discharge th eir duty. The 
State m ay, also, w hen the parents are uuable to 
provide for the education of th eir children, 
assum e this duty from this re su lt: (A), justifica­ 
tion of com pulsory school attendance under the 
above-m entioned conditions; (B), necessity of 
public schools; (C), the right of general tax a­ 
tion for th eir support. 
T hird—We declare th at we m ake no claim 
upon the public school for the support of 
parochial aud other private schools; but, as 
citizens and tax-payers, we insist on our rights, 
even at the risk of being decried as enem ies of 
the public schools, and to protest against anv 
m isuse and waste ot this fund. 
F o u rth —As we m ake no claim on the support 
of 
the State for our parochial and private 
schools, we deny th at the State has a right to 
exercise any control over our schools. We onlv 
theu giant It the right of interference w ith the 
m anagem ent of private schools if these collide 
w ith public order or the law of morals. 
F ifth—Because 
the 
so called B ennett law 
violates the above-m entioned principle, and 
unnecessarily and unjustly curtails our religi­ 
ous liberty, we hereby declare ourselves for an 
unconditional repeal of the law . W hatever 
good there Is contained in this law has been 
long ago offered by other laws, and, there­ 
fore, we cannot recognize from it any other in­ 
tention but this: To com pel citizens w ho pro­ 
vide for the education of th eir children to 
adopt th e m ethods of those w ho hate th eir re­ 
ligion and nationality. 
S ix th —We. therefore, also declare, th a t w ith­ 
out regard to form er party connections, we 
will only vote for such candidates who pledge 
them selves to w ork for the repeal ot this law.

H is O w n L ife . 

H e l e n a , May 27th.—Last night, between 
the hours of 8 and 9 o’clock, a m an nam ed 
Jacob Grube, em p.oyed in the large w ine cellar 
o! Beringer Bros., on Main street, com m itted 
suicide iu his room, in a lodging house on the 
prem ises, by discharging a pistol in his m outh, 
the 38-caliber ball cassiug through his head. 
It seems th a t during the day deceased had 
quarrelled w ith another hand on the place, and 
tne forem an ordered him to behave him self or 
q u it work until Mr. Beringer could be seen. 
T hat evening Grube entered a gunsm ith shop 
kept by a friend and borrowed a revolver, say­ 
ing th at a cat had fallen into an old well and 
m ade so m uch noise th at he was going to kill it. 
T here was nothing strange in the m an’s ap­ 
pearance, so the weapon was loaned him . 
He 
then w ent to a hardw are store and purchased a 
box of cartridges, telling the sam e story. 
He 
then proceeded to his room, w here he wrote a 
letter to the lorem au ot th e ranch, telling him 
of his intention, and dispatching it bv a fellow 
workm an, tcok out the pistol and ended his Ufe. 
Deceased was about 24 vears of age and a n a­ 
tive of Germany. It is thought he ended his 
life because he had had trouble w ith the m an 
on the place, and w ith his sister in Germany 
over a legacy w hich was left them , he never 
having been able to receive his portion.

DECADENCE OF BASEBALL. 


The dispatches from New York, Phila­ 
delphia and Boston declare that the inter­ 
est in baseball in these cities has so sud­ 
denly ceased that the bottom may be said 
to have tumbled out of the whole business. 
The attendance at the contests has fallen 
from tens of thousands, until on the day 
of the last playing there were present at 
the League game in New York, only 283 
people, Brooklyn 178, Philadelphia 1,008 
Boston 1,032. 
The Brotherhood games 
were not any better attended. It is re­ 
ported also that baseball has ceased to be 
a topic of street talk, and that in public 
places where it was so short a time ago 
the engrossing subject of enthusiasm and 
debate, it is now not heard of. This de­ 
cline of interest in the game is attributed 
to the fact that the owners of the teams 
have reduced the contests to mere money- 
getting schemes. 
The American public is very jealous of 
its enthusiasm. 
If it once suspects that it 
has been worked up to a pitch of excite­ 
ment merely as a means for managerial 
ends, it cools so suddenly as to wreck 
things in the collapse. "We can under­ 
stand that had the Olympian games been 
contested merely as a matter of form, and 
without the personal spirit of the players 
entering into them, they never could have 
had a place in the esteem and admiration 
of the people. So, too, in this country. 
W e will not long maintain enthusiasm 
over hired players merely. Baseball will 
recover its interest and a renewal of pub­ 
lic confidence and support 
when the 
games become real contests between clubs 
of young men who struggle to win for the 
sake of the town or community they rep­ 
resent. No such spirit of chivalric eflort 
can enter into games in which the players 
have only such interest in the colors they 
wear, as is measured by a salary. 
Here, in California, the game retains 
its original place in the esteem of the 
^ public, and enthusiasm has not begun to 
cool, but the wave of retrogression will 
certainly reach the coast, and baseball will 
then follow the roller-skate. We are sorry 
for this, because in the national game we 
see means for good to the young men of 
the country; it tends to cultivate a taste 
for athletic sports of the better order; to 
energize the spirit now inspiring our 
young men to make themselves better 
physical men, and it goes a long way, 
as we recently said, in teaching youth 
the folly of dissipation, and the truth that 
physical 
vigor 
can be retained only 
through temperate habits, reasonably early 
retiring, and abstention from those things 
that enervate and make unnecessary de­ 
mands upon the strength and vitality. 
In 
short, the practice of the game is in line 
with the revival of interest in the gym­ 
nasium, the sports of the field, and those 
exercises that conserve manly and health­ 
ful development.

He declares 
that the people are ungrateful,forget their 
heroes and turn their backs upon their 
martyrs. All this from the exile may ex­ 
cite some pity for him. 
But he has no 
one to blame hut himself. Occupying as 
proud a position as any political dignitary 
of France; commanding in the French 
army; seated as a member in the Repub­ 
lic’s Council of Ministers; with a loving 
and loyal wife and dutiful children, this 
now weeping Mars deserted his wife for 
a scheming actress, abandoned the rank 
and title he had won in the army, plotted 
against the Government that had honored 
him. and finally brought up an exile 
broken in purse and reputation, and now 
is deserted by even the mistress who sup­ 
planted the wife of his youth. No, neither 
pity nor mercy are due Boulanger—he has 
sown the storm and should endure the 
whirlwind uncomplainingly. 


T h e address of the New l'oundland 
Legislative Council anil House of Assem­ 
bly to the Queen has the ring of revolt 
in it. 
W hileit is respectful, it is firm and 
speaks of a determination on the part of 
the people of the island that will not brook 
refusal. They demand that the French 
shall be retired from the position they 
have taken upon the fishing banks and 
shores and that they be limited to the 
strict letter of the treaty by which they 
enjoy certain fishing privileges along New 
Foundland shores. There can be no mis­ 
taking the tone of the address; it breathes 
of anger all through, and sounds strangely 
like the protests the American colonies 
sent up to King George and his Parlia­ 
ment. 
It is not probable that the English 
Government since the American revolu­ 
tion has received so pronounced a docu­ 
ment arraigning the Queen’s advisers for 
mistaken 
policy and 
shortsightedness. 
The address is certain to excite great in­ 
terest in 
England, and will be seized 
upon by Gladstone and his following as a 
new reason for assault upon the Imperial 
Ministry. 
They will assuredly make the 
most of it. 


T h e Louisiana Lottery concern is not 
content with the oiler it has made to that 
State. 
It is now exercising its mobile 
hand in North D ak o ta, and laying the 
wires for controling the Legislature to be 
elected the coming fall. The opinion is 
expressed that unless very active meas­ 
ures are taken against it, the lottery con­ 
cern will win. 
It is said that while the 
people of Dakota do not like the idea of 
selling out to a gambling institution, the 
price otiered is a strong temptation, and as 
the lottery will probably increase the 
offer of ?200,000 a year, the likelihood is 
that votes enough will be cast for friends 
of the scheme to secure the passage of the 
consenting bill. 
Fortunately for North 
Dakota, however, the Governor will not 
give his sanction to any such measure, and 
the gamblers will therefore haTe to secure 
two-thirds of the Legislature. This they 
may l>e able to do, unless an unusually 
vigilant and aggressive campaign is in­ 
augurated against the schemers.

NOMENCLATUEE. 


C itizens YYlio H ave Suggestions to M ake 
to th e A u th o ritie s R eg ard in g 


Im p ro v em en ts, e tc . 


E ds. R f.coed U nion : This is evidently 
an era of im provem ent, and the citizens of 
Sacram ento are beginning to shake off 
their ancient customs and step forth into 
the modern areu a of progression and strike 
out for better things. This is noticeable 
in the grand work that is to be done this 
season in the way of grading, graveling 
and otherwise improving the streets. The 
residence portion of Sacramento will, after 
the streets are put in üne condition, com­ 
pare favorably w ith any in the land. This 
city has elegant mansions, cosy cottages, 
and beautiful law ns. Such flowers, roses, 
vines and semi-tropical plants are seldom' 
if ever, seen in such profusion in any other 
city in the country, and the citizens of the 
Capital City have just cause to feel proud of 
their lovely homes. 
There is one thing, however, that I 
would like to suggest in regard to the 
alphabetically-nam ed streets, and that is 
this : A ll streets from A to Y should be 
given 
a 
nam e 
that 
can 
be 
spelled 
out. This can be done very easily w ithout 
having to learn the names of the streets 
over again by commencing the nam e of 
each street with the old initial, in this way: 
Let A stieet be called Adams, B street Ben­ 
ton, C street Cass, and so on. These names 
are simply given as an example, but our 
own prom inent citizens—pioneers of the 
State and Pacific coast celebrities—m ight 
be complimented in this way. 
I will now give my ieasons for the pro­ 
posed change. In the first place, alpha­ 
betically-named streets have been out of 
date for a long time and are rather rustic, 
to say the least. In the second place, 
streets with longer names than ours have 
sounded better when spoken and look 
m uch better in print. B ut the greatest 
good to be obtained is in the way of hav­ 
ing our m ail 
m atter 
delivered 
more 
prom ptly, which can be done when the 
name is so spelled out that the letter car­ 
riers can read it. There are thousands of 
poor penmen in the world, and they all 
write letters, and some make their I’s and 
J ’s alike, some their T ’s and Y ’s, others’ 
U ’s and N’8 and W ’s have the same ap­ 
pearance, and in many instances a Post­ 
master or mail-carrier has to do a great 
deal ol guessing and m ake m any inquiries 
before the right street is found. 
This would all be avoided if the sireet 
was spelled out in full. This would, in 
m y opinion, be another move in the right 
direction and would cost nothing. Let us 
try it.

SOM E SUGGESTIONS 


F ro m G e n eral M artln e, R eg ard in g S treet 
Im p ro v em en ts. 
E ds. PlEcobd-Ukion: H ere it is, almost 
the 1st of June, and nothing to speak of 
has been done in the way of improving 
our streets. For sh am e! that this city, 
w ith her wealth of surroundings and capi­ 
tal of the greatest State in the Union 
should be thus lacking in that most of all 
essential qualities, “self-confidence.” 
No 
wonder the little towns throughout the 
State, such as Fresno, Stockton, Los A n­ 
geles and the like, are asking us to get up 
excursions to visit them , that we may im ­ 
prove by their experience. 
This but shows that our system of gov­ 
ernm ent is entirely wrong. W e are like a 
family in which the husband and wife are 
pulling apart. The result is the home is 
broken up and the children are scattered. 
T his city to-day is about in this fix—we 
need more harm ony and confidence in 
each other, and our City Fathers should 
have more of ihe people's confidence. 
Take L street,, for instance. By some 
m isunderstanding the property-owners de­ 
feated the proposed grading and graveling, 
and now in all probability this street will 
not be done this year, and very likely the 
other streets which were under the ban of 
im provem ent will meet the same fate : that 
is, unless som ething is done, and at once. I 
have two full lots and a half, or 200 feet 
feet frontage on N street, and I want the 
street improved. I want no “deal” nor job 
in the work. I want our Street Commis­ 
sioner to see that this work is done as 
cheap as if it was for himself, a3 I help to 
pay him for so doing, and he is under a 
solemn oath to this city and her tax-payers 
to see justice done to all. Gravel is good 
enougn for me. Now, I am positive that 
every tax-payer on L or N street will sign 
a petition to have those streets improved, 
provided they can feel assured that the 
work will be done faithfully and honestly, 
as I have above enumerated, and what is 
to prevent this from being done before the 
season is over ? 
Let the City Fathers call together the 
residents of those streets which can be im ­ 
proved this year, and talk to them and as­ 
sure them of their hearty sym pathy in the 
m atter, and, take my word, for it, there 
will be no protests against the work.

A h Jim E lu d es th e Iro n G rasp o f th e 
L aw . 
Ah Jim , a plain, ordinary, every-day 
Chinam an, was tried by jury in Superior 
Judge A rm strong’s Court yesterday on a 
charge of burglary. 
John McComb, who lives near Conrt- 
land, testified that on March 27th he lost a 
valuable gold watch. About the tim e the

disappeared Ah Jim and 
another heathen visited McComb's place to 
look at some horses and McComb was 
pretty sure that they had taken it. 
He 
testified further that he had found their 
footprints from the corral where he had 
been showing them thehorses to his bouse, 
where the watch was. 
Subsequently he met Ah Jim , and the 
latter asked him it he had “ lost a silver 
w atch." This satisfied the witness and he 
arrested the Chinaman. 
It looked like a plain case against the 
Chinam an, but the defense introduced two 
witnesses who testified that they, too, had 
seen the footprints and were positive that 
they were not of the Chinese make. 
The jury gave the Chinam an the benefit 
of the doubt aud aquitted him . 


A Y oung M an T ries to E id H is Life by a j 
D ose of 8try cb n in e. 
Early yesterday m orning one of the 
night employes at the W estern Hotel heard 
considerable commotion in one of the 
rooms, and upon hastening there he found 
a m an yelling for “a doctor to come 
quick !’’ It was evident from appearances 
that the m an's m onth had taken poison, 
and the clerk im m ediately called in a 
couple of officers and had him taken to 
the Receiving Hospital. 
Dr. Baldwin was snm m oned, and by the 
time he arrived the m an was frothing at 
the m outh and w rithing in convulsions. 
An emetic was administered, and the sight 
while the man was trying to throw off the 
poison was distressing. 
H is jaws were 
closed together tightly, and he was tw ist­ 
ing and w rithing in an awful manner. H e 
had, it seems, taken strychnine, but in two 
or three hours the doctor pronounced him 
out of dauger.

It was a case of attempted suicide, and 
the m an gave the nam e of J. Weil, under 
which he had registered at the hotel. 
To 
a R ecord-Ukion reporter he said he came 
from San Francisco on Monday, and that 
he was a bookkeeper. H e is probably 25 
years of age, and of German parentage, 
but his father and mother, he says, are 
dead. H e refused to give any reason for 
his rash act. 
Last evening a R bcord-U nion reporter 
called on Weil, and found him more in ­ 
clined to talk than in the morning. He 
wanted to get up, and hoped that the doc­ 
tor wonld be down to see him . H aving 
registered at the W estern Hotel as being 
from Fresno, he was asked to explain why 
it was he had told the officers he came from 
San Francisco, and he replied that Fresno 
was his home, and that he had worked 
there as bookkeeper in Cutner’s furniture 
store. Several days ago he left the place 
and went to San Francisco to seek employ­ 
m ent. After wandering about for some 
tim e he got a short job in Friedm an’s fur­ 
niture house, and from there he came to 
this city, arriving on Monday. H e looked 
around'for work, but could find none. 
Upon being asked why he took .the 
poison, he said 
he didn’t know, aud 
wouldn’t care abont telling if he did. H e 
said, however, that he always carried it 
with him, and took the dose yesterday in a 
glass of water. H e called for a doctor be­ 
cause he wanted some chloroform. 
W eil says that wheu he gets up this 
m orning he will go direct to 8an Francisco. 
H e doesn’t seem to be very m uch elated 
over his narrow escape from death, and re­ 
marked that he wasn’t so very thankful 
for having been saved.

Among 
the guests at the wedding were several city 
and county officials, with all of whom Hoy 
is quite a tavorite. He was for seven years 
in the employ of Joseph H ahn, the drug­ 
gist, and is a very bright and trustw orthy 
youDg m an.

T h e In q u e st T hrow s no L ig h t on E d w ard 
Go jd w in ’s D eath . 
D eputy Coroner George H . Clark held an 
inquest last evening in the case of Edward 
Goodwin, who was mysteriously m urdered 
last Sunday m orning, near the beet sugar 
factory, on the east levee. 
Special police officer M. J. Sullivan was 
the first witness called. H e testified that 
he was out driving Sunday forenoon when 
a young m an hailed him and told him that 
a m an whom the police had been looking for 
had been shot near the sugar factory. The 
witness drove back to the Sheriff’s office 
and reported the matter, and then went 
out to the factory. H e m et a boy out there 
who directed him to an old unoccupied 
shanty, about a hundred vards from the 
levee, near which w aj lying the wounded 
m an. Shortly after this police officer F ar­ 
rell arrived. 
The witness’ account of the interview 
with tbe wounded man was substantially 
the same as was published in M onday’s 
R ecord U n io n. 
Mr. Sullivan added that all through the 
interview Goodwin was singularly reticent 
about telling any of the particulars of the 
shooting. “From his hesitating and strange 
m anner,” Baid he, " I was satisfied that he 
was determ ined 
to conceal som ething. 
There was som ething he didn't w ant to 
tell, because he tried to change the subject 
all the tim e.” 
Chief of Police Drew was next sworn. 
W hen officer Farrell arrived at the hos­ 
pital with the wonnded m an,” he said, “I 
questioned the man about the m anner in 
which he was shot, but he did not w ant to 
talk abont it at all. Finally, thongh, he 
did tell m e that a Swede shot h im ; that 
they had had tronble over some blankets, 
which he claimed the Swede had stolen 
from him . H e gave me a thorough de­ 
scription of the Swede and the Swede’s 
companion. 
After 
the 
doctor 
ar­ 
rived, 
and 
we 
learned 
that 
the 
m an was m ortally wounded, I again tried 
to persnade him to m ake a more complete 
statem ent, but he persistently refused, say­ 
ing, ‘Oh, th at’s all right; it’s better th at it 
should not be know n,’ 
I asked him if he 
had any relatives whom he would have 
informed of his death. 
H e said he had 
relatives, but declined to tell me w ho they 
were. Special officer Sullivan then brought 
in two m en who had been captured on the 
Grant, who tallied exactly with the de­ 
scriptions given by Goodwin. 
W hen we 
brought them before him , however, he 
said they were not the right men, so we let 
them go.” 
Deputy 8heriff George Egan testified 
that he was present wheu Chief Drew was 
endeavoring to get a full statem ent from 
the m an, and could only corroborate his 
testimony. 
The result of the autopsy by the doctors 
was then read to the jury, after which the 
latter deliberated for a few m om ents and 
then found a verdict to the effect that 
Goodwin came to his death at the hands of 
a person or persons unknown. 
Thus the case still rem ains a profound 
mystery. 


PROGRESS IS THE WORD. 


F irst 
A p p eara n ce o f 
a P o lice P a tro l 
W agon on th e S treets. 
The agitation of the proposition to have 
the city provide a police patrol wagon 
seems to have borne fruit. Teh other night 
a patrol wagon went into service, under 
charge of officer Simmons. It is not a very 
elegant affair, but will do for a starter. 
The body of the vehicle is about three feet 
square and one foot in depth. The running 
gear consists of two wheels, and the shafts 
are quite short, with a cross-piece a t the 
ends. 
This patrol wagon is, as will be seen, 
built on the same plan as those used by 
Chinese 
vegetable-peddlers about town. 
Horae power is not necessary, provided the 
policeman in charge is of m uscular build. 
Officer Sim mons got along very well with 
it, but the legs of the drunk that he wheeled 
to the station-honse were so long that they 
hung over the sides and the feet kept get­ 
ting in between the spokes and stopping 
the procession. 
The special advantage of this kind of pa­ 
trol wagon is that it can be wheeled right 
into the prison and the “drunk” tipped out 
upon the floor. In this respect it is better 
than a cab or an ambulance, for then the 
limber load wonld have to be “ packed” in 
from the street. 
Another advantage is that a quarter of a 
dollar is saved the city on each trip. 
It is 
intended to have a photograph taken of a 
policeman in the act of wheeling in a 
drnnk in the hand-cart. 
Since the above was written it has been 
learned that the cart was borrowed from a 
business house for the occasion referred to.

Friday evening Mile. Rhea, tbe beautiful 
and widely-known Belgian actress, appears 
at the M etropolitan Theater as “Josephine, 
Em press of the French,” in a play of that 
title by Albert R. H aven. 
No female

that of Josephine, and about scarcely any 
other clusters more of the rom antic and 
pathetic.

T h e C ouncil Iosigting on S h o rt H ours of 
L ab o r—A F irm B oycotted. 
Sacram ento Council of Federated Trades 
met last evening with a fnll representation. 
The committee appointed to interview the 
Supervisors regarding the enforcement of 
the eight-hour law in letting painting con­ 
tracts reported that three of the Board had 
announced that they would favor carrying 
out the law. 
The same committee was instructed to 
interview the boss painters, 
inform ing 
them that the Federation intended to press 
the eight-hour matter, and request them to 
consider that in m aking out their bids. 
The A rbitration 
Committee 
reported 
that the foreman at the Buffalo Brewery 
had, at their request, notified a certain con­ 
tractor on the tinning work that he wonld 
have to work his men according to the- 
nnion schedule. 
The Picnic Committee reported that the 
uet receipts from the picnic would show a 
satisfactory addition to the treasury. 
The Manager of the Free Labor Bureau 
reported that up to the present tim e 243 
women and 118 men had been furnished 
with employment, saving over $500 to the 
laboring people. Of the 118 men, not one 
has been a trade-union member, 
A communication was received from the 
clerks in the crockery stores, stating that 
one proprietor had violated the early- 
closing agreem ent entered into by all the 
firms in that line in the city. The Tinners’ 
Union also reported that after granting the 
nine hours’ work day the same proprietor 
had in a few days gone back to ten hours a 
day. 
In view of these facts the Federation de­ 
clared a boycott on tbe firm, and the dele­ 
gates were instructed to notify the different 
Unions.

W a s h in g t o n , May -CTth.—T o - d s r , j n the Sen­ 
ate, Blackburn was excused frota further serv­ 
ice on the Committee on Territories. 
Allison presented a remonstrance from the 
citizens of Burlington, Iowa, ag*iust the impo­ 
sition of duties on eces from Mdxico. 
Cullom offered a'esolution oallingou the Sec 
xetary of the Treasury for information as to the 
authority under which m erchandise, in bund 
appraised or unappraised. and goods ot domes­ 
tic orign are permitted to be forwarded between 
the Atlantic and Pacific fsorts of the Culled 
States over the Canadian Pacific Kailroad, etc., 
and also to report by what authority m erchan­ 
dise other than the products of contiguous coun­ 
tries is permitted to eater the United States 
under consular seal and proceed to its destina­ 
tion without the entry or examination at the 
port of fti>t arrival. There was, lie said, evi­ 
dence of irregularities- and that the country 
was probably losing some of its revenue. 
The Seuate theu resumed the consideration of 
the imported liquors bill, the question being on 
the substitute reported yesterday from the Judi­ 
ciary Committee. 
Coke argued against the constitutional right 
‘of Congress to delegate its powers baok to the 
States. 
George-supported the bill. 
Eustis said the effect of the passage off the bill 
would be that the States would be coming to 
Congress soon and asking permission to exclude 
cotton seed oil, dressed beef, and other articles, 
and thus finally build up ou impeutrable wall 
about their borders against products from for 
eign and other States 
He was a States’ right 
Democrat of the strictest sort, and in favor of 
the States exercising to an unlimited extent the 
rights which they had reserved, but the powers 
which they had lodged in the Federal Govern­ 
ment, and lodged wi-ely, he wanted the Federal 
Government to exercise exclusively. 
After some further debate the bill went over 
until to-morrow. 
The Vice-President announced the appoint­ 
m ent of Blackburn as a member of the Commit­ 
tee on Appropriations and Carlisle as a member 
of the Committees of Finance, Territories, and 
Woman Suffrage. 
The conference rejort ou the bill to simplify 
the law in relation to the collection of revenue 
was presented and agreed upon. The executive 
session then adjourned. 
IN THE HOriSE. 
Washington, May 27th.—In the House to-day. 
McKinley, of Ohio, submitted a conference re­ 
port upon the Customs administrative bill. 
MoMillin, of Tennessee foue of the conferees), 
said he declined to agreeto th e report for the 
reason that he believed the bill would increase 
taxation outside the sugar sohedule. The tariff 
bill increased the duties to an average of fifty- 
eight per cent. The pending measure would 
raise the average between sixty and seventy 
percent. This would result in the prevention 
of imports, closing the oustom-houses and the 
destruction of commerce. 
McKinley said the measure was substantially 
the bill recommended by th e Secretary of the 
Treasury at tbe last three administrations and 
practically the tame as the Milis bill. It was a 
bill not to increase the rates of duty, but to pre­ 
vent frauds upon the revenue. 
The conference report was adopted—yeas 127, 
nays 12. the Speaker pro tern counting a quo­ 
rum. The Democrats as a rule refrained trom 
voting. 
The House then went into Commit ;ee of the 
W hole on the river and harbor appropriation 
bill. Some minor amendments were offered 
and rejected. 
McCreary raised the point of

In the latter the President says It is not pro­ 
posed to involve us in any financial responsibil­ 
ity, but only to give to the proposed bank a cor­ 
porate franchise, and promote public confidence 
by requiring its condition and transactions to be 
submitted to scrutiny similar to that exercised 
over our domestic banking system. 
The subject is submitted for the’.eonsideration 
of Congress in the belief that it will be fouud 
possible to promote the end desired by legisla­ 
tion so guided as to avoid alLjust criticism. 
In his letter to President Harrison, Secretary 
Blaine sets iorth the advantages to be derived 
from such a project, and savs in part: 
•‘The merchants of this country are depend­ 
ent upon the bankers of Europe in their finan­ 
cial transactions with their American neigh­ 
bors, as they are upon the ship-owners of Great 
Britain for transjiortation facilities, and will 
continue to labor under those embarrassments 
until direct banking systems are established. 
The report of the commi i tec of the Pan-Ameri­ 
can Conference presents a simple aud easv 
method ot relief, and tbe enactment of the 
measure recommended will in the judgment of 
the Couiereuce result iu the establishment oí 
proper facilities for interamerican banking.” 
A bill has been prepared at the State Depart­ 
ment to carry into effect the recommenda­ 
tions of the committee. 1 he bill designates the 
United States delegates to the Pan-American 
Conference as Commissioners to receive sub­ 
scriptions to the capital stock of “The Interna­ 
tional American Bank,’’ the books tor which 
purpose may be opened iu Washington. New 
York and other principal cities in the American 
republic. As soon as 5u,000 shares are subscribed 
the subscribers shall have the usual powers to 
organize a corjioration, which shall have the 
same privilege* now enjoyed by banks gener­ 
ally. Its acquisition ol real estate, however, is 
limited to 15 per cent.of the capital stock paid 
in. 
The corporation may be designated by the 
Secretary of the Treasury as a depository of
